Family wasn’t 

target: Police 


HOME INVASION 

Violent attack 
leaves couple 
and children 
‘traumatized’ 

A young family in southwest 
Edmonton is traumatized after a 
violent home invasion in which 
police believe they were mis¬ 
takenly targeted Friday night. 

A total of five suspects were 
involved in the assault on a 
36-year-old man outside his 
home on McAllister Crescent, 
which began around 11:20 p.m. 
Friday night. 

Initially, three masked men 
confronted the man when he 
went out to the family’s vehicle. 
He was threatened with a fire¬ 
arm, then severely beaten and 
dragged back into the home, 
according to police. 

While in the home, one of 
the suspects assaulted the man’s 


wife while she held their tod¬ 
dler, police said, causing her 
to drop the infant, who wasn’t 
injured. 

Four suspects proceeded to 
attack the man, while a fifth 
restrained his wife. 

“The whole family is trauma¬ 
tized and shaken,” said acting 
Det. Anna Sinclair, of Southwest 
Division, in a news release. “We 
are asking that the suspects do 
the right thing, and turn them¬ 
selves in.” 

The three other children 
in the house got out of bed 
and when the five suspects 
saw them, they fled the home 
through the back door. 

The men fled east in the alley 
toward McAllister Loop. 

Metro attempted to contact 
the family, who asked for their 
privacy following the attack. 

“We are asking residents 
who live in the area where the 
brealc-in/assault took place to 
please check their yards for 
any suspicious items which

may have been discarded by the 
suspects as they fled through 
the alley,” Sinclair said in the 
release. “Please do not touch 
the items, and call police im¬ 
mediately.” 

The man was treated by para¬ 
medics and taken to hospital. 
He has since been released and 
is recovering at home. 

Investigators believe the at¬ 
tackers incorrectly identified 
their target, and that the inci¬ 
dent was drug-related.

Stuart Bendall said he’s seen 
enough car dealer ads promising 
a free barbecue or trip to Vegas. 

“The wacky, waving balloon 
thing—it’s been done to death,” 
said Bendall, the sales manager 


at Gateway Toyota Scion. 

So, when it came time to ad¬ 
vertise Gateway Toyota, Bendall 
— a former digital marketer for 
Strathcom Media — chose to go 
playful and risky. 

“My ads have raised a few 
eyebrows, but most people say 
they’re hilarious.” 

Here’s a line from Bendall’s 
first ad, a 50-second piece called 
What Happens in Edmonton 
Stays in Edmonton (which is 
about financing, but with that 
f-word bleeped out to suggest a 
different word is being said): “Hi, 
my name is Amanda, and I’ve 


been helping people get [beep]- 
ed for five years.” 

Bandall, a Brit with an obvious 
admiration for Ricky Gervais and 
The Office-type humour, is the 
brains behind Gateway’s two 
YouTube ads. 

His second, What Camera’s 
[sic] captured at an Edmonton 
Toyota Dealer, is a full-on Of¬ 
fice spoof. Playing a fictitious, 
falsely confident leader named 
Stu, Bendall tells an interviewer, 
“I’m not going to say I’m a bom 
leader. But I’m a bom leader.” 

Reaction has been positive but 
not exclusively so. Of the thou¬ 


sands of views on the financing 
ad over the past two months, 
about 20 gave it a thumbs down. 

Bendall, though, is unfazed. 

“It was supposed to be shock¬ 
ing, so we achieved what we 
wanted,” he said. “One person 
complained, but most said they 
loved it.” 

Troy Vinthers, senior service 
advisor at Gateway Toyota, who 
appears in some of the com¬ 
pany’s tutorials on YouTube, 
echoes Bendall. 

“Those videos are always tons 
of fun. I only hear positive com¬ 
ments,” Vinthers said.

Firefighters and EPCOR 
responded to the scene near

Jill McKenzie with Edmon¬ 
ton Fire Rescue Services said 
crews were able to contain 
the blaze and supported 
EPCOR once the fire was out. 

“There was an evacuation 
of a couple of houses close 
to the explosion and some of 
the area lost power,” she said. 

Neighrbourhood resident 
Richard Forest was in his 
garage when he heard the 


explosion.

The father of three said 
not only was the explosion 
shocking, it’s scary to think 
what could have happened. 

“We were actually just get¬ 
ting ready to go to the mall, 
walking (before the explo¬ 
sion),” he said. 

“We might have walked 
right over it, if it had been 
another minute.” 

Power was restored shortly 
after 4 p.m.

Days after the city rejected Sal¬ 
vation Army plans to redevelop 
its Alberta Avenue location after 
hearing strong neighbourhood 
criticism — which some attrib¬ 
uted to a sense of NIMBY-ism 
(Not In My Backyard) — Metro 
spoke with 10-year community 


resident and mother Carissa 
Halton. 

She said it’s not about NIMBY 
but rather about a lack of com¬ 
munity relations. 

What was your reaction to the 
decision to deny the Salvation 
Army request to reopen its 
Alberta Avenue site? 

I don’t think the Salva¬ 
tion Army has ever done a 
veiy good job, from what I’ve 
seen, with community rela¬ 
tions. I think they very much 
feel like they have their own 
mission and their mission is 
one that is the church’s sense 
of calling, in terms of service 
to the poor, but they haven’t 


given much thought to the 
fact they’re in a neighbour¬ 
hood with a bunch of dif¬ 
ferent people. They haven’t 
really reached out to the 
community asking them to 
be partners with them in 
their services. 

Do you think with more com¬ 
munity consultation, there could 
have been a different outcome 
for the Salvation Army? 

It’s hard to say.... In a com¬ 
munity there’s always going to 
be people who aren’t going to 
want services like the ones the 
Salvation Army was offering. 
(But,) the Salvation Army could 
have had a better relationship 


and they would have built bet¬ 
ter trust with the community. 

What would you like to see in 
Alberta Avenue? 

I would have liked to seen 
the Salvation Army get their 
building and do the programs 
that they were going to do. I 
think that would have been 
a benefit to the people in our 
community who are living in 
poverty and living right on the 
edge. I feel like the more com¬ 
munity supports we can have 
in Alberta Avenue, the better. 
I think the Salvation Army 
was offering a specific group 
of people community supports 
that were necessaiy.

With the first week of Alberta’s 
election filled with polls showing 
a horse race no one expected, 
many are wondering just how 
accurate they are. 

While pollsters admit their 
industry is rapidly changing they 
insist their work is solid, but 
also caution it’s only a snapshot 
in time. 

Marc Henry, president of 
Think HQ Public Affairs, said 
many people have abandoned 


landlines and use call display 
to ignore unknown callers, and 
the industry has been forced 
to adapt. 

“Telephone surveys have 
dropped off to where you’re 
getting three-per-cent response 
rates,” he said. 

Henry said it’s also incredibly 
difficult to predict what people 
say they’re going to do. 

He compares asking people 
who they will vote for three 
weeks from now to trying to 
figure out who is going to keep 
their New Year’s resolution. 

“Measuring future behavior is 
the most difficult thing to meas¬ 
ure, and it’s the most unreliable 
thing to measure,” he said. 

Think HQ has been using on- 
fine panels with pre-registered 
applicants, who share their opin¬ 
ions with the polling firm. Henry 
said this approach allows them 
to ask not just about voting pref¬ 
erence, but broader questions

that paint a fuller picture. 

“What I like about panel is 
that you can actually ask more 
complicated questions,” he said. 

Quito Maggi, president of 
Mainstreet Technologies, has 
been using interactive voice re¬ 
sponse (IVR), or robo-calls, for 
their polls. 

He said people who criticize 
IVR polls forget that people who 
respond to them are also people 
who get to the polls.

“The same type of person who 
is going to take the time to com¬ 
plete a survey is the same type 
of person who is going to take 
the time to go and vote,” he said. 

Mainstreet’s polls include 
sample sizes of more than 3,000 
people, he said, a number that’s 
much harder to achieve without 
IVR polling. 

“We can get more samples, be 
more confident and have lower 
margins of error.”

Candidates weigh in on job creation, taxes 


The first week of Alberta’s elec¬ 
tion was all about the province’s 
faltering economy with candi¬ 
dates pushing their agenda to 
create more jobs. 

Progressive Conservative 
leader Jim Prentice spent the 
week emphasizing the strength 
of his budget and challenging 
his opponents to say how they 
would handle the drop in oil 
prices. 


Prentice also defended his 
decision not to increase cor¬ 
porate taxes, arguing an in¬ 
crease would cost 9,000 jobs, 
because of the province’s fra¬ 
gile economy. 

Speaking of jobs, NDP lead¬ 
er Rachel Notley announced a 
proposed tax credit for Alberta 
companies who hire new em¬ 
ployees, while also promising to 
ensure there is an incentive to 


upgrade Alberta’s oil here rath¬ 
er than in other jurisdictions. 

Wildrose leader Brian Jean 
promised to cut government 
jobs as part of his budget plan, 
which would also cancel all of 
the tax increases that Prentice 
announced in his budget. 

Liberal leader David Swann 
focused on what people make 
when they enter the workforce, 
pledging to introduce a policy 


that would mandate pay-equity 
for men and women. Alberta 
Party Greg Clark pledged to cut 
small business taxes in a bid to 
allow them to create more jobs. 

In the week ahead look for 
more proposals from parties, as 
they attempt to put more meat 
on their platforms. Notley will 
announce a plank in her party’s 
healthcare platform on Monday.

Space Station 
visible tonight 

You have about five min¬ 
utes to see something 
rather remarkable in 
the southwest sky over 
Edmonton on Monday 
night. 

At 10:06 p.m., the 
International Space Sta¬ 
tion will streak across 
the sky, as it often does, 
but thanks to its orbit 
and the time of year, it 
will be bathed in sunlight 
and therefore visible. 

"What it looks like is 
a very bright, moving 
object, as bright as the 
bright planets, it's mid¬ 
way in brightness," said 
Bruce McCurdy, with the 
Edmonton chapter of the 
Royal Astronomical Soci¬ 
ety of Canada. 

"It just cruises across 
the sky, from west to 
east, always in the south¬ 
ern half of the sky. It 
typically takes about five 
minutes for a viewing of 
a full pass." 

Tonight's viewing will 
last from 10:06 until 
10:11 p.m. 

"It will be high in the 
southwest sky," McCurdy 
said.

Passengers hoping to plan a 
trip using the city’s transit 
app will have to wait until 
late 2015 before it’s given 
planning functionality and 
buses are equipped to feed 
it live information. 

By the end of 2015, an 
updated version of ETS Live 
to Go app — which first 
launched in mid-December 
and is available for smart¬ 
phones — will run alongside 
plans to get some 450-500 
buses equipped with the real¬ 
time tracking tech, said city 
officials. 

“Concurrently, we’re look¬ 
ing to roll out an updated 
Trip Planner, which then we

would add to the app, but 
that’s going to be into the 
end of the year until we get 
that done,” said Lorna Stew¬ 
art, director of customer ex¬ 
perience and innovation with 
the city. 

Many cities, like Toron¬ 
to, share the real-time data 
from their transit vehicles 
openly with third-party app 
developers, who then build 
apps independently and of¬ 
fer them to riders. More than 
100,000 users have down¬ 
loaded RoclcetMan for To¬ 
ronto transit from the Google 
Play store alone. 

But Stewart said the city 
will not release its informa¬ 
tion in this way for the fore¬ 
seeable future, as it needs 
to retain authority on de¬ 


veloping an application for 
transit before it can release 
data to the public. 

“The reason we still think 
the city has an obligation to 
provide a basic Trip Planner 
and basic information is be¬ 
cause we need an authorita¬ 
tive source of information 
that we can also confirm, test 
and authenticate,” she said. 

The missing Trip Planner 
feature on the current ETS 
app is one many users have 
complained about. 

Indeed, a majority of re¬ 
views of Live to Go in the 
Apple App Store state that 
the app is useful only for 
the routes that have tracking 
technology on their buses, 
but falls short for routes that 
don’t have it. 

“I would not recommend 
this (app) to anyone who is 
not extremely familiar with 
(or at all remotely new to) 
the ETS system,” writes user 
Phrohlych. 

The city said Edmonton¬ 
ians can expect the future 
version of the app to look 
like Seattle’s Puget Sound 
Trip Planner app, as both 
cities are using the same app 
developer.

A harrowing pirate attack has 
two Calgarians thinking about 
putting on paper what’s turned 
into the story of their lives.

Demanding money from the 
small crew, Reinholdt said the 
men held a gun to her husband’s 
head, while Reinholdt was held 
with a knife to her throat. 

“We’ve never been in danger 
—we always travel really wisely,” 
Reinholdt said. “And you never 
think it’s going to happen to 
you, it always happens to some¬ 
one else. That finally caught up 
with us.” 

After the pirates robbed the 
ship and stranded the Calgaiy 
couple along with their captain 
in a remote area of a nation¬ 
al park, the three were lucky 
enough to have their SOS signs 
discovered.

Lack of textbooks 
'baffling’: Parent

Turmoil over a lack textbooks 
is brewing at some city schools, 
and parents are questioning 
whether a lack of funding or 
a futuristic learning model is 
to blame. 

The Grade 7 math, Spanish 
and English classes that Teresa 
Ryan’s daughter is enrolled in 
at Bishop Pinkham junior high 
have done away with textbooks 
altogether. In math, specifically, 
students are instead composing 
their own “interactive math 
notebooks,” according to cor¬ 
respondence from the teacher. 

Unless assignments are posted 
online, it makes it nearly impos¬ 
sible for her daughter to keep 
up in class. 

“Not having a textbook has 
been so detrimental,” Ryan said. 

This is not a new problem 
at Pinkham either, as last year 
Ryan said there weren’t enough 
textbooks to go around in the 
Grade 6 math class. 

“It wasn’t even shared, it was 
have and have not,” Ryan said. 
“We bought a cellphone, so 


she could take pictures of her 
friend’s textbooks, the lesson 
and then assignment and then 
she printed them off at home. 

“It’s baffling.” 

But Pinkham’s not alone in 
its lack of study paperbacks, ac¬ 
cording to father Mike McDon¬ 
ald, who’s taken to purchasing 
math textbooks on his own as 
their are none to be found in his 
child’s class at Edgemont School. 
He suspects Inspiring Education, 
the province’s guiding document 
for the future of education is to 
blame. At its core, the document 
aims to teach children how to 
learn, rather than what to learn. 

But McDonald isn’t convinced 
one bit. 

“She (the Edgemont teacher) 
says ‘We’re not really using text¬ 
book, we’re using a bunch of 
resources to teach them,’ “ he 
said. “As a parent, how do you 
support that when you don’t 
have a curriculum you can help 
reinforce when the kids come 
home at night?” 

Asked about schools skipping 
out on textbooks, the Calgaiy 
Board of Education said in an 
emailed statement that decisions 
on “appropriate materials” are 
left to principals and teachers.

Wife of 45 years

A Canadian woman hoping to 
spend her retirement years with 
her husband in England is on 
the verge of being kicked out 
of the country because officials 
are questioning the affection 
level in her 45-year marriage.

Harper to reveal 
emissions targets

PM to release 
long-awaited 
carbon goals 
before Gy 

Stephen Harper says Can¬ 
ada will unveil its targets for 
greenhouse-gas emissions be¬ 
fore the G7 meetings in June. 

Harper’s remarks Satur¬ 
day came after his govern¬ 
ment missed the March 31 
target date for countries to 


submit emissions-reduction 
pledges ahead of December’s 
United Nations climate sum¬ 
mit in Paris. 

Speaking to reporters at 
the Summit of the Americas 
in Panama, the prime min¬ 
ister said Ottawa wanted to 
give the provinces a chance 
to have their own confer¬ 
ence to discuss their emis¬ 
sion targets. 

The provinces are to meet 
in Quebec City on Tuesday. 

Harper said the federal 
government would like to 
see the outcome of provin¬ 


cial talks before it releases 
its targets. 

“Obviously we will be mov¬ 
ing forward with our part¬ 
ners, not just in announcing 
targets but, as we’ve done in 
the past, continuing to sup¬ 
port international climate- 
change financing,” Harper 
said in Panama City, where 
he participated in the Sum¬ 
mit of the Americas. 

Harper said Canada will 
continue to support inter¬ 
national climate-change fi¬ 
nancing. 

The prime minister also 


discussed climate change Sat¬ 
urday with Barack Obama, 
but he said the U.S. president 
did not ask him for a com¬ 
mitment on emissions. 

“I think he knows, as 
everyone knows, that the gov¬ 
ernment of Canada will, like 
all governments, announce 
its commitments, its particu¬ 
lar targets prior to the Paris 
summit,” Harper said. 

The U.S. recently made a 
formal pledge to cut green¬ 
house-gas emissions by up 
to 28 per cent over the next

The Canadian Coast Guard is

Fans and foes await 
PM Narendra Modi 


Anticipation of an Indian prime 
minister’s first visit to Canada in 
42 years is building for fans and 
foes of Narendra Modi, who see 
him as either a rock star of eco¬ 
nomic development or a suppres¬ 
sor of minority rights. 

Modi’s three-day trip starting 
Tuesday is being billed by the 
Prime Minister’s Office as an op¬ 
portunity to broaden the trade re¬ 
lationship between the countries. 

Modi will attend official meet¬ 
ings in Ottawa before giving a 
speech at Ricoh Coliseum in To¬ 
ronto and then visiting both Sikh 
and Hindu temples in Vancouver 


and Surrey, B.C. 

Balpreet Singh, spokesman for 
the World Sikh Organization of 
Canada, said the group is calling 
on Modi to address escalating 
attacks on minorities including 
Christians and Muslims in India. 

Jatinder Singh Grewal of Sikhs 
For Justice said the group has 
asked Attorney General Peter 
MacKay to start legal proceed¬ 
ings against Modi, who was a 
chief minister in the Indian state 
of Gujarat in 2002, when minor¬ 
ities including Sikhs and Muslims 
were killed in riots.

A Washington Post journalist 
detained in Iran for over eight 
months is accused of “espion¬ 
age” and “acting against na¬ 
tional security,” the semioffi¬ 
cial Fars news agency reported 
Sunday. 

The report did not elaborate 
on the source of the informa¬ 
tion, but the agency is regarded 
as close to Iran’s hard-liners. 

Iranian officials have pre¬ 
viously said Jason Rezaian is 
facing “security” charges and 
that he will stand trial before 
the Revolutionaiy Court, which 
mainly hears sensitive cases 
involving national security. 

Rezaian, his wife and two 
photojoumalists were detained 
on July 22 in Tehran. All were 
later released except Rezaian, 
who is a dual U.S.-Iranian cit¬ 
izen. Iran does not recognize 
dual nationality. 

The Fars report alleged that 
Rezaian had obtained eco¬ 
nomic and industrial infor¬ 
mation from Iran and sold it 
to unnamed Americans. It also 
linked him to Omid Memarian, 
an independent Iranian jour¬ 
nalist based in the U.S. 

“Selling Iran’s economic and 
industrial information at a time 
of sanctions is exactly like sell¬ 
ing food to the enemy at a time 
of war,” Fars claimed. 

In an email, Memarian said 
he had been singled out in the 
Fars report because he has been 
outspoken about Rezaian’s con¬ 
dition and his innocence since 
the journalist’s arrest. 

“Now that the Iranian intel¬ 
ligence has been incapable of 
presenting any proof that Jason 
did something wrong, they 
spread lies about him and his 
colleagues-friends to influence 
the upcoming court,” Memar¬ 
ian Said.

Pope Francis on Sunday called 
the slaughter of Armenians 
by Ottoman Turks “the first 
genocide of the 20th century” 
and urged the international 
community to recognize it as 
such, sparking a diplomatic 
rift with Turkey. 


Armenian President Serge 
Sarkisian, who attended a Mass 
in St. Peter’s Basilica marking 
the 100th anniversary of the 
slaughter, praised the Pope 
for calling a spade a spade. 
But Turkey, which has long 
denied a genocide took place, 
recalled its ambassador to the 
Holy See in protest. 

“The Pope’s statement, 
which is far from historic 
and legal truths, is unaccept¬ 
able,” Turkish Foreign Minister 
Mevlut Cavusoglu tweeted. “Re¬ 
ligious positions are not places 
where unfounded claims are 


made and hatred is stirred.” 

Francis, who has close ties 
to the Armenian community 
from his days in Argentina, 
defended his pronouncement 
by saying it was his duty to 
honour the memory of the in¬ 
nocent men, women and chil¬ 
dren who were “senselessly” 
murdered by Ottoman Turks. 

In a subsequent message 
directed to all Armenians, Fran¬ 
cis called on all heads of state 
and international organiza¬ 
tions to recognize the truth 
of what transpired to prevent 
such “horrors” from happen-

ing again and to oppose such 
crimes “without ceding to 
ambiguity or compromise.” 

Historians estimate that 
up to 1.5 million Armenians 
were killed by Ottoman Turks 
around the time of World War I. 


Turkey, however, has insisted 
that the toll has been inflated 
and that those killed were vic¬ 
tims of civil war and unrest, 
not genocide. 

In a statement, the Foreign 
Ministry in Ankara said the 
Turkish people would not rec¬ 
ognize the Pope’s statement, 
“which is controversial in eveiy 
aspect, which is based on preju¬ 
dice, which distorts history 
and reduces the pains suffered 
in Anatolia under the condi¬ 
tions of the First World War to 
members of just one religion.”

Former first 
lady could be 
first female 
U.S. President 

Hillary Rodham Clinton 
jumped back into presiden¬ 
tial politics on Sunday, as a top 
adviser announced her much- 
awaited second campaign for 
the White House. 

John Podesta, a top adviser 
to Clinton, told alumni of her 
first presidential campaign in 
an email: “It’s official: Hillaiy’s 
running for president.” 

If elected, Clinton would be¬ 
come the first woman to serve 
in the Oval Office. 

Clinton enters the race in a 
strong position to succeed her 
rival from the 2008 campaign, 
President Barack Obama. 

Her message will focus on 
strengthening economic secur¬ 
ity for the middle class and 
expanding opportunities for 
working families. 

The campaign is portraying 
her as a “tenacious fighter” 
who can get results and work 
with Congress, business and 


world leaders. 

Clinton’s strategy, described 
ahead of the announcement 
by two senior advisers who re¬ 
quested anonymity to discuss 
her plans, has parallels to the 
approach Obama took in 2012. 
He framed his re-election as 
a choice between Democrats 
focused on the middle class 
and Republicans who sought to 
protect the wealthy and return 
to policies that led the country 
into recession. 


Clinton will face pressure 
from the progressive wing of 
her party to adopt a more popu¬ 
list economic message focused 
on income inequality. Some 
liberals remain skeptical of 
her close ties to Wall Street 
donors and the centrist eco¬ 
nomic policies of her husband. 

Clinton is the first Democrat 
to get into the race, but there 
are some lower-profile Demo¬ 
crats considering challenging

ISIL destroying ruins: Video

Islamic State of Iraq and the Le¬ 
vant (ISIL) militants hammered, 
bulldozed and ultimately blew 
up parts of the ancient Iraqi As¬ 
syrian city of Nimrud, destroy¬ 
ing a site dating back to the 13th 
century B.C., an online militant 
video purportedly shows. 

The destruction at Nimrud, 
located near the militant-held 
city of Mosul, came amid other 
attacks on antiquity carried out 
by the group now holding a 
third of Iraq and neighbouring 
Syria in its self-declared caliph¬ 
ate. The attacks have horrified 
archaeologists and UN Secretaiy- 


General Ban Ki-moon, who last 
month called the destruction at 
Nimrud “a war crime.” 

The seven-minute video, post¬ 
ed late Saturday, shows bearded 
militants using sledgehammers, 
jackhammers and saws to take 
down huge alabaster reliefs de¬ 
picting Assyrian kings and dei¬ 
ties. A bulldozer brings down 
walls, while militants fill bar¬ 
rels with explosives and later 
destroy three separate areas of 
the site in massive explosions. 

“God has honoured us in the 
Islamic State to remove all of 
these idols and statues wor¬ 


shipped instead of Allah in the 
past days,” one militant says 
in the video. Another militant 
vows that “whenever we seize 
a piece of land, we will remove 
signs of idolatry and spread 
monotheism.” 

The militants have been de¬ 
stroying ancient relics they say 
promote idolatry that violate 
their fundamentalist interpreta¬ 
tion of Islamic law, including 
the ancient Iraqi city of Hatra. 
Authorities also believe they’ve 
sold others on the black market 
to fund their atrocities.

Gold mine ramping 

up security after heist

Gunmen steal 
$8.5 million 
from Canadian 
operation 

The chief executive of McEwen 
Mining is beefing up security at 
the Canadian company’s mine 
refinery in Mexico to make 
it as “impenetrable” as Fort 
Knox after a band of masked 
gunmen made off with $8.5 
million in gold. 

“Everybody’s a bit rattled 
by this,” said Rob McEwen, 
recalling the early-morning 


heist at the company’s El Gallo 
1 mine on Tuesday. 

Three of the mine’s security 
staff were driving to work in 
two separate cars when they 
were pulled over a short dis¬ 
tance from the refinery by a 
crew of eight heavily armed 
robbers, McEwen said. 

The gunmen bound and 
blindfolded the workers, tak¬ 
ing their keys, identification, 
cellphones and cash. 

“Somehow they knew who 
they were and had staked out 
an area and waited for them,” 
said McEwen. 

The robbers loaded the 
workers into a car and drove 
to the mine, where they en¬ 


tered through a back gate. 

They apprehended several 
more people in order to get ac¬ 
cess to all of the keys needed to 
get through the security gates 
and armoured doors at the site. 

“Everybody they captured 
was bound and blindfolded,” 
said McEwen. 

McEwen said the robbers 
had a good sense of the refin- 
eiy’s layout, as well as exactly 
which individuals had the keys 
that would allow them to get 
through certain gates. 

Gerard Vargas Landeros, the 
interior minister of Mexico’s 
western Sinaloa state, where 
the facility is located, said the 
heist was most likely an inside

A company plans to roll out a 
new line of tissues and paper 
towels this month that incor¬ 
porates wheat straw and bam¬ 
boo, which it hopes will give 
farmers a new market for what 
remains after the grain is har¬ 
vested. 

Kimberly-Clark Professional, 
which manufactures Kleenex 
and Scott brand products, says 


its new GreenHarvest line will 
blend in 20 per cent wheat 
straw, which it hopes will ease 
demand for the tree fibre and 
recycled paper it already uses. 

Kimberly-Clark began ex¬ 
ploring the use of wheat straw 
back in 2011 and test marketed 
its prototype products in Can¬ 
ada, Indiana and California 
before deciding on a full-scale 


rollout this year. 

The straw will be turned 
into pulp at its mill in Mobile, 
Alabama. 

The products will not be 
sold at retail stores, but will 
be offered directly to commer¬ 
cial customers such as sports 
venues and higher education 
institutions.

Hard truth of ellipsis 
in library sleeping ban 



Along with a $62 million face¬ 
lift scheduled for 2016, the 
Stanley Milner Library is beef¬ 
ing up security and custodial 
staff, while cracking down on 
customer and staff harass¬ 
ment, intoxicated patrons and 
drug and alcohol use. And, 
most controversially, it’s ban¬ 
ning sleeping as of May 1. 

In other words, it’s con¬ 
fronting its “homeless prob¬ 
lem.” 

The downtown libraiy’s 
double duty as a day shelter 
is no secret. If the home¬ 
less population’s presence 
was not seen, it was heard or 
smelled. Many library custom¬ 
ers stayed away as a result. 
When I worked there in 2013, 
people often asked me if it 
was “safe” to visit Stanley Mil¬ 
ner. Yes, of course, I said, but 
then my office had a door. I 
wasn’t on the front lines, nor 
am I a woman, as female staff 
tended to get the worst abuse. 


Despite it all, it was clear 
many of the libraiy’s staff 
cared deeply for the homeless 
population’s well-being. 

The libraiy’s former will¬ 
ingness to welcome margin¬ 
alized people, regardless of 
what state they were in, was 
honourable. While the City 
Centre Mall across the street 
earned a dubious distinction 
for shooing out a respect¬ 
ed aboriginal community 
worker, the EPL’s tolerance 
helped it earn Libraiy Jour¬ 
nal’s top honour, Libraiy of 
the Year — the most promin¬ 
ent words displayed on the 
exterior of the building until, 

I presume, the transformation 
into a shiny, modem building 
begins. 

In a March 6 staff memo¬ 
randum, though, Stanley 
Milner administration states 
it no longer wants to be a 
“day shelter.” Part of this is a 
new ban against acts that may 
be disturbing to the general 
public, but are commonplace 
in the homeless community, 
like drug and alcohol posses¬ 
sion. The three-month ban 


one could receive if misbehav¬ 
ing under the new rules will 
likely reduce the needs for 
the outreach services the 
libraiy told City Council it 
would expand during the last 
budget talks. 

Stiffer penalties will cer¬ 
tainly help staff and most 
customers feel safer, but the 
safety of the vulnerable popu¬ 
lation will be jeopardized. 

The sleeping ban seems espe¬ 
cially extreme, considering 
that around the same time 
sleeping was allowed, back in 
2011, disturbances requiring 
police dropped 18 per cent 
(2010-2013), according to the 
memo. 

Further, it will burden Stan¬ 
ley Milner’s staff with more 
policing they’re not trained 
for, but, luckily, the last sec¬ 
tion of the memo suggests 
how they’ll cope: Wake them, 
determine if they are OK or 
intoxicated and, if so, inform 
them that they’ll “be wel¬ 
come back in 3 months.” If 
they keep dozing off, say this: 
“‘Hi there, unfortunately you 
are unable to stay awake so I 


need to ask you to leave for 
the day. Here are some places 
you can go ...’” 

Yes, the memo literally 
ends with an ellipsis. 

And how could it not? Ed¬ 
monton’s pitiful lack of a day 
shelter accepting adult men 
(they exist for women, chil¬ 
dren and youth) has put the 
Milner staff in an unfair pos¬ 
ition. But at the same time, a 
day shelter won’t suddenly ap¬ 
pear on May 1. 

Vocal as senior staff have 
suddenly become about the 
unjust burden, they didn’t ad¬ 
vocate for building an alterna¬ 
tive day shelter during their 
costly redesign pitch. How 
much of a difference would it 
make if the city set aside $5 
million or even $1 million of 
that budget toward one? 

What one can guess is that 
the libraiy’s on-staff social 
workers, who had 7,000 inter¬ 
actions last year, won’t have 
as many when the reconstruc¬ 
tion is complete. And unless 
the city takes urgent action, 
it won’t be because the home¬ 
less had a better place to go.

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Anti-GMO movement 
needs more than Goodall 
to take it mainstream 



I wouldn't have gone if Jane 
Goodall hadn't been there. 

In a small conference room 
in a Toronto hotel, Friday's 
event might have been one of 
her least attended. 

It had little to do with 
chimps. Instead, Goodall 
came to lend her trusted 
status to a new book railing 
against genetically modified 
organisms in our food system. 

It's a call that sounds as 
outdated as anti-war songs. 

When even innovation 
seems like a dated word, 
there's a sense that modifying 
things, for better or worse, 
is just what we do. Take the 
three-parent babies now legal 
in the U.K., or cloud-seeding 
efforts to change the weather. 
It's been 20 years since GMO 
products first came to Can¬ 
ada, and our stores are full of 
them. 

So I wanted to know if this 
icon could be a voice to popu¬ 
larize an old debate. I wanted 
to know if Goodall could make 
me care more about GMOs. 

Author Steven Druker's 
book, Altered Genes, Twisted 
Truth, argues governments, 
scientists, industry and the 
media have been complicit 
in allowing GMO foods into 
our homes, without proof that 
they are safe. Health Canada 
says there is no evidence 
GMO foods are not safe. And 
Druker is being ignored. 

Only two media outlets 
showed up to the event, a 
sign that editors don't think 
Canadians care. While one 
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poll showed 66 per cent of 
people in B.C. and 55 per cent 
in Alberta worry about modi¬ 
fied food, few knew which 
products were GMO. Health 
Canada has refused to impose 
labelling, and I don't see mass 
rallies in the streets. 

That's where Goodall could 
help. A powerhouse environ¬ 
mental brand in a petite frame, 
Goodall wrote the introduc¬ 
tion to the book. She talked 
of animal studies showing 
damage to kidneys and livers 
after eating GMO foods, of 
scientists pilloried for their 
studies. Sometimes she lost 
track of what she was saying, 
then came around to her point 
again: GMO equals bad. 

But her voice fell on a 
sparse crowd. The other 
speakers were longtime GMO 
activists who sounded at times 
frustrated, demanding a wider 
audience for their old worries. 

I asked Goodall afterwards 
if she might be worried that 
instead of boosting the cred¬ 
ibility of the anti-GMO move¬ 
ment, the movement might 
instead undermine her own. 

"No," she said, "Because I've 
got the facts." 

I admire her convictions, 
but I'm not sure Goodall will be 
the one to bring the message 
to the masses. 

On stage, she fit all too well 
into the established GMO 
debate. It's been going on for 
a long time. And it will take 
someone or something more 
surprising than Goodall to 
make it new.

Setting boundaries 
for after-work emails 



Leaving work usually doesn’t 
mean finishing work. Many 
(if not most) offices bear the 
implicit assumption that staff 
are available for after-hours 
powwows via email or phone. 
It might be impossible to go 
off-grid — but is it possible 
to apply a filter to your free 
time? 

Some employers say yes. If 
you work at Volkswagen in 
Germany, for example, you 
will not be able to receive 
emails half an hour after 
leaving the office. At night, 
their server simply stops 
sending messages to most 
company-issued devices. 

Unplugging is easy when 
it’s your company pulling 
the cord. But at many work¬ 
places, leisure-time contact 
is an understood — if some¬ 
times frustrating — part of 
the job. However, workers 
wanting to clear their even¬ 
ing airwaves can make tac¬ 
tical choices about which 


conversations to engage — 
and which to evade. 

Before hitting the off 
switch on your “always on” 
availability, consider the cul¬ 
ture of the place where you 
work. If your colleagues regu¬ 
larly discuss the next day’s 
tasks from their homes the 
night before, silence will 
send a very specific memo: 
that you’re not as committed 
as everyone else. Providing 
quick responses could have 
long-term payoffs, such as 
promotions or the chance to 
work on interesting projects. 

Which doesn’t mean you 
don’t need downtime. In¬ 
stantly completing trivial 
requests sets a dangerous 
precedent: It suggests you’re 
on call for any chore at any 
time. When possible, set your 
own boundaries. Separate 
the urgent from the spam, 
saving it-can-wait duties for 
the following day. 

When your phone dings at 
night, there’s nothing to stop 
you from pressing Ignore. 
But bypass time-sensitive 
dispatches, and you might 
get ignored for new oppor¬ 
tunities.

Yet another 
disappointing 
season in the 
books for Oilers 

Taylor Hall thought this year 
might be different for the Ed¬ 
monton Oilers. In the end, it 
was another disappointment. 

Despite moments of encour¬ 
agement, the Oilers missed the 
playoffs for a ninth-straight 
year and finished the season 
with a record of 24-44-14. 

“This was the year we came 
in with really high hopes and 
we didn’t deliver so it’s frus¬ 
trating having to come to the 
rink early again and see all the 
teams preparing for playoffs,” 
Hall said. “It sucks.” 

Edmonton finished with 
the third worst record in the 
league. 

The Oilers began at a prom¬ 
ising 4-4-1 but had fallen to 
6-14-4 by the end of Novem¬ 
ber. Before mid-season their 
playoff hopes were gone and 
coach Dallas Ealcins was fired 
and replaced by Todd Nelson 
on an interim basis. 

“When I first got here there 
were situations where we 
would get up a few goals and 
then a team would score a goal 
and we would get rattled,” said 
Nelson. “We saw the team grow 
as the season went on where 
we hunkered down and pre¬ 
served the victory. That has 
to continue moving forward. 
There are some building blocks 
we can build on next year.” 


Whether Nelson will be back 
next year remains unclear. Gen¬ 
eral manager Craig MacTavish 
is expected to speak to the 
media on Monday. 

Ryan Nugent-Hoplcins, 
whose right foot is still in a 
boot after cracking a bone in 
his heel, said he felt that the 
team was “right there” early 


in the season. 

“As the year went on I felt 
like we picked it up and played 
a lot better,” said Nugent-Hop- 


lcins. “So we can take some 
positives out of the year, but we 
all know we need to get better.” 
Some players said they felt 


the team played more aggres¬ 
sively and responsibly under 
Nelson in the final 51 games. 
The Oilers had a 17-25-9 rec¬ 
ord under Nelson and played 
through injuries to captain 
Andrew Ference and Nugent- 
Hoplcins. 

“Sporadic play was the best 
way to describe it,” said Fer¬ 


ence, who is still suffering ef¬ 
fects from his third concussion 
that occurred late in the sea¬ 
son. “There were some games 
we put together some really 
good play, some responsible 
play. But even at that it wasn’t 
consistent enough so it’s not 
progress as good as should be.”

Spieth wins Masters 


GOLF 

Texan realizes 
his 'ultimate 
goal’at age 21 

Jordan Spieth got more than 
redemption and a green jack¬ 
et Sunday. He took his place 
among the best in the game 
with a Masters victory for the 
ages. 

One year after Spieth lost 
a bid to become the young¬ 


est Masters champion, the 
21-year-old Texan turned in 
one of the most dominant 
wins ever at Augusta National. 
He never let anyone get closer 
to him than three shots after 
his record start. He never gave 
anyone much hope on Sunday. 

Spieth closed with a 2-under 
70, missing a five-foot par putt 
on the final hole that would 
have set yet another record. 
Instead, he tied the score set 
by Tiger Woods in 1997 at 
18-under 270. 

“This was the ultimate goal 


in my golf life,” Spieth said. 

For all the talk about the 
Grand Slam bid by Rory Mcll- 
roy and the return of Woods, 
this week was about the ar¬ 
rival of another star. 

“It’s awfully impressive,” 
Mcllroy said after finishing 
fourth. “It’s nice to get your 
major tally up and running at 
an early stage in your career. 
It’s great to see, great for the 
game, and I’m sure there will 
be many more.” 

Spieth became the first 
wire-to-wire winner at the 


Masters since Raymond Floyd 
in 1976, and this might have 
been even more special. Craig 
Woods in 1941 is the only 
other Masters champion who 
led by at least three shots from 
the opening round to the tro¬ 
phy presentation. 

Phil Miclcelson tried to 
make a run. So did Justin 
Rose. Neither got closer than 
three shots at any point, and it 
wasn’t long before Spieth was 
making another birdie putt 
to take the drama out of the 
back nine, the associated press

But I didn't know if 
we could go from 15 wins 
to get 40," said Giannis 
Antetokounmpo, who fin¬ 
ished with 13 points.

Leafs overhaul underway 
with multiple firings 

Changes were inevitable 
for the Toronto Maple Leafs 
after their worst season in 
almost 20 years. President 
Brendan Shanahan didn't 
waste any time making 
them. 

The Leafs fired general 
manager Dave Nonis and in¬ 
terim coach Peter Horachek 
and his entire staff Sunday, 
beginning a tumultuous 
off-season that could bring 
wholesale roster changes, 
as well. 

Nonis was fired with 
three years left on his con¬ 
tract after the Leafs went 
30-44-8 to finish with 68 
points, the fewest in an 82- 
game season since 1996-97. 

Shanahan and play¬ 
ers are set to address the 
media Monday afternoon at 
Air Canada Centre. 

In addition to Horachek, 
assistants Steve Spott, 

Chris Dennis and Rick St. 
Croix were fired, while 
Steve Staios was moved 
back to the front office as 
manager of player develop¬ 
ment. 

Assistant general man¬ 
ager Kyle Dubas and direc¬ 
tor of player personnel Mark 
Hunter will share interim 
duties until the Leafs hire a 
new general manager.

In a contentious duel with a 
deep, dark histoiy, Jose Bautista 
got the final word against Dar¬ 
ren O’Day. 

Bautista hit the last of To¬ 
ronto’s three home runs, and 
the Blue Jays beat the Baltimore 
Orioles 10-7 Sunday to complete 
a solid season-opening road trip. 

After the Orioles cut a five- 
run deficit to 8-7, Bautista’s 
two-run drive in the eighth off 
O’Day gave Toronto the cushion 
it needed.

The O’Day-Bautista con¬ 
frontation has a history that 
includes tight pitches, strong 
language and home runs. This 
time, after O’Day threw a pitch 
behind the slugger, Bautista hit 


his first long ball of the year. 

“Emotion of the moment. 
There’s histoiy there,” Bautista 
said. “He’s hit me a few times, 
he’s thrown behind me a few 
times, and I’ve got him a few 
times.” 

It was his fourth home run 
in 15 career at-bats against the 
sidearmer, who’s hit him twice. 

“The smart play there was 
once I fell behind him, just try 
to pitch around him,” O’Day 
said. “That’s honestly what I 


was trying to do.” 

Toronto won two of three 
from the Yankees in New York 
before duplicating the feat 
against the defending AL East 
champions at Camden Yards. 
Next up for the Blue Jays: their 
home opener Monday night 
against Tampa Bay. 

“It feels like we’ve been on 
the road forever,” manager John 
Gibbons said. “It’s been a long 
haul, so. So it’ll be good to get

Directions 

1. Dust the chicken with flour. 

In a large, hot skillet add oil and 
chicken. Brown the chicken on all 
sides. Set the chicken aside. 


2. Respray the pan with cooking 
oil. Add the sausage and cook for 
5 minutes. Remove from the pan 
and drain the fat. Set aside. 

3. Wipe out the pan and respray. 
Cook the onions and garlic for 4 
minutes. Stir in the bell peppers 
and cook for 3 minutes. Stir in the 
rice and cook for 1 minute. Add the 
sausage, chicken stock, tomatoes, 
basil, oregano, bay leaf, saffron 

(if using), salt and pepper. Bring 
to a boil. Cover, lower the heat to 
a simmer and cook for 25 min¬ 
utes, stirring occasionally. 

4. If the shrimp are large or 
jumbo, cut them in half. Add 
the shrimp, mussels and 
reserved chicken to the saus¬ 
age mixture. Increase the heat to 
medium-high and cook for 5 
minutes, or until the rice is soft and 
the mussels have opened. (If the 
rice begins to stick to the 

the bottom, add another !4 cup 
stock.) Garnish with parsley.
